OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 23. 
—A model of the state peni­ 
tentiary exact to the one-hun­ 
dredth of an inch, modeled by 
life termer at the state pen­ 
itentiary at McAlester, is to be 
exhibited In 
Oklahoma 
City 
during the state fair and ex­ 
hibition. starting September 24. 
according to 
U. 
G. 
Russell, 
chief clerk of the state board 
of affairs. 
The model is of 
plaster 
of 
paris, and the walls 
of 
the 
various buildings are reenforc­ 
ed with copper wire. Each is an 
exact replica of the building 
which it represents, and archi­ 
tects who have examined the 
entire work stated it was as 
near perfect as 
the 
human 
hand can produce, according to 
Mr. Russell. 
The buildings are five inches 
high, and the largest about sev­ 
en feet long. The story of the 
construction as told by Fred 
Switzer, Warden of the state 
penitentiary, shows 
the 
way 
prisoners are trained under the 
new system of administration 
of prison affairs to choose their 
vcationrf, he said. 
The “ltfe-termer" who seem­ 
ingly was unable to adapt him­ 
self to ordinary labor, had not 
worked in plaster of paris be­ 
fore he came to the prison sev­ 


eral years ago, 
according 
to 
Warden Switser. He began to 
make small models of human 
forms and soon after that be­ 
gan the construction of build­ 
ings, using architect's models 
as his patterns. 
Some of his work was so un­ 
usual that the state board of af­ 
fairs asked if he could not con-, 
struct a model of

prison permanent enough that 
it could be saved for years to 
come. He replied that he could 
and was furnished plans, ele­ 
vations, and architects* draw­ 
ings. At one time, when he was 
uncertain as to the appearance 
of the structure of the outside 
wall, he was allowed outside, 
under guard, to complete his 
study. Men sentenced

imprisonment almost never are 
accorded this privilege, accord­ 
ing to the warden. 
From his work, which took 
him several months, the exast 
model of the penitentiary was 
formed. When the question of 
the advisibility of allowing the 
man to appear at the state fair 
with his model, to explain it, 
arose. Warden Switzer smiled: 
“I guess he'd be more com­ 
fortable and I know I would, 
if he just stays at home,'' he 
said.

Little of the element of sensation 
that attended events which led up 
to the case was attached to the 
preliminary hearing of D. C. Welch 
and his son, Edward Welch, farm­ 
ers, charged with assault with in­ 
tent to kill joe McElreath by stab­ 
bing him to the heart on July 23, 
as the trial opened this morning 
before Justice of he Peace H. J 
Brown. 
When Judge Brown rapped for 
order in the court room shortly 
after 9 o’clock this morning, the 
father and son, defendants in the 
case, who have been on bond since 
charges were filed against them in 
connection with the McElreath stab­ 
bing, quietly took their seats beside 
their counsel. 
Joe McElreath, still convalescing 
from the stabbing and complic&Ttms 
which followed it, was sitting near 
the judge’s bench. 
He remained 
silent throughout the opening of 
the preliminary and withdrew from 
the court room before the state had 
entered far into the examination of 
witnesses. 
Doctor Tells Story. 
Several times, details of the stab­ 
bing were related by witnesses for 
the state. Dr. W. D. Faust, head 
of the local hospital where McEl­ 
reath reported after he was wound­ 
ed, gave expert testimony, going 
into the 
extent 
of 
McElredth's 
wounds. 
About 4 o’clock on the afternoon 
of July 23, the day of the alleged 
assault, Joe McElreath came up the 
back stairs at his bopital and an­ 
nounced that “he had been hurt,"

{W O O CLAIMED 
BY C H E IBE 


(By Bm A— fisted Press) 
MUSKOGEE, 
Sept. 
23.—When 
the United Stales court of claims 
resumes its session the first Mon­ 
day in October, one of the claims 
to be passed upon at this term is 
a bill of 
approximately 
$4,000,- 
000 which the Cherokee tribe of 
Oklahoma expects the court to ap­ 
prove against the government. 
The claim is in court on ail or­ 
der approved by Congress March 3, 
1919 and is the only Cherokee claim 
for compensation from the federal 
government to be passed by con­ 
gress to this restricted court, which 
has not been acted upon. The claim 
is based on interest accruing ow­ 
ing to the Cherokee nation, be­ 
tween 1895 and 1910 and there­ 
after. 
In 1835 according to Frank J. 
Boudinot, attorney 
for the tribe, 
the government sold the last of 
the nation in Georgia for $5,000,- 
000. A dispute arose as to the val­ 
idity of the treaty of sale, and it 
was not until 1839 that til* nation I 
was forced to move out 
of 
the J* 
country. Although there was a priori 
treaty of 1828, providing that the 
United States should stand the ex­ 
pense of immigration, it was de­ 
ducted from the sum 
paid 
the 
Cherokees for the land, according 
to the tribe’s attorney. 
Fifty-six years went by, until in 
1891, the government, the* Chero­ 
kees allege, compelled the nation 
to sell 5,000,000 
acres 
of their 
lands in Oklahoma for $1.40 an 
acre, at a time When they were 
offered $5 an acre, according to 
Attorney Boudinot. The 
land 
is 
known as (he Cherokee Outlet, and 
includes the rich oil lands now oc­ 
cupied by the Osage nation. How-1 
ever, the treaty of sale provided! 
among other things that the old 
debt of 1835, principal and interest, 
should be paid in full before March 
4, 1895. 
Paid in 101U. 
As a matter ai fact, the attorney 
states, this money was not paid un-: 
til 1910, when all of the principal 
and interest up to 1895 was paid, 
as was the interest on the princi­ 
pal from that date on.

OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 21.— 
Plans for making Oklahoma a state 
of Intensive rather than extensive 
cotton raising are to be discussed 
a t the first annual convention of 
cotton 
farm ers, 
m erchants 
and 
bankers, called at Oklahoma City, 
September 27, at 9 o'clock a. rn., 
in the hall of the house of repre­ 
sentatives a t the state capitol build­ 
ing, according to John A. W hite­ 
hurst, president of the state board 
o fagriculture. 
“If we can raise ten bales of cot­ 
ton on ten acres, why w aste forty 
acres in raising th at am ount?’* ask­ 
ed Mr. W hitehurst today. It also 
was pointed out that the control of 
the boll weevil and the pink boll 
worm must be established through 
small 
areas. 
If 
the 
cotton 
was 
grown intensively, it was said, the 
control of the insect would be more 
easily 
accomplished, 
according 
to 
inform ation received by Mr. W hite­ 
hurst. 
Suggestions from men who have 
been engaged in 
practical 
cotton 
raising for nearly a score of years 
have pointed toward the advisability 
of a re-organization of the grow­ 
ing system in Oklahoma, Mr. W hite­ 
hurst said, and further suggestions 
by these men will be received at 
the convention. 
W. A. Conners, head of the ex­ 


tension division of the Oklahoma 
A. and M. college a t Stillw ater, is 
to call in all his district agents for 
this convention, in order th a t they 
may discuss the section of the state 
fields which have not been affected 
by the boll weevil this year, and 
discuss the advisability of placing 
restrictions on the sale of seed from 
the districts already infested. 
‘We m ust have clean seed next 
year," Mr. W hitehurst said today. 
“The very life of the cotton indus­ 
try depends on it. An attem pt will 
be made to form ulate some plan 
between growers and the bankers 
for the purchase of seed for the 
coming year, and we will see if 
Oklahoma can not stand on her 
own feet, instead of appealing for 
federal aid."

years, the story of the only j 
suicide in 
an Indian 
penitentiary 
has been brought to mind, as told j 
by a Tahlequah citizen who said I 
he remembered the details of the | 
preparations Tor 
that 
man’s exe-; 
cution 
in 
the 
Cherokee 
national 
prison at Tahlequah. 
That man, he 
said, 
was 
part 
white. There is no record, he said, j 
of any Indian committing suicide, 
who was a full blood. 
William Tucker, the 
man, 
was 
sentenced to die for having killed : 
a neighbor, while both were under 1 
the influence of the neighbor’s li­ 
quor, court records show. Tucker, 
several days before the trial, was 
told by guards of the preparations 
being made to hang him, aud of the | < 
crowd of curious persons who were 
planning to come for miles around 
to see the hanging. 
Smiling grimly, he naid, "Will 
they gee me?" according to the 
guard. This was hi* only intimation 
of what Tucker planned to do. 
The jailer lived above the cells 
of the prison, at that time. He had 
two children, one a 
small 
girl. 
With this girl, the 
accused 
man 
made friends by telling her stories. 
The day before he wa* scheduled 
to be hanged. 
Tucker 
persuaded 
her. she afterward* confessed, to 
give him a piece of knife blade, 
which she did, having no idea what 
it could be used for, she said. 
That night, all 
was 
quiet 
In ' 
Tucker'* cell, and the next morn- ; 
ing at dawn, when the jailer came 
to take Tucker to the gallows, he 
was found dead. He had cut his{ 
own throat.

L. Agassiz, president of the Cal- 
utnent and Hecla Mining company 
and numbering among its members 
virtually a1) the great copper min­ 
ing companies of the United States 
The purpose of the organization 
is to create new uses for copper so 
that the surplus now on the market 
may be cleaned up and a demand 
created for the ore 
still 
under­ 
ground. 
One new use for copper is ex­ 
pected to be found in Arizona next 
year if plans for adapting copper 
for use in manufacture of automo­ 
bile license plates materialize. It 
also is proposed to 
use 
copper 
plates in marking automobile high­ 
ways.
